WILL MEAN HIGHER RATES 


Reduction will be Effe c tiv e 
Whe n 
Ne x t Ye ar’s Tax e s are Paid— 
Incre as ed Cle ric al Work 


Rush county farm ' land 
valua­ 
tions were reduced fifteen per cent 
in an order issued by the Indiana 
board of tax commissioners, 
an ­ 
nounced 
in 
Indianapolis 
today , 
which affects every county in 
In­ 
diana. 
The reductions vary from five to 
twenty percent, making the average 
for the whole state about fifteen per 
cent. 
The cut is in this y ears’ assess­ 
ment values and will be effective in 
the pay ment of tax es nex t y ear. 
The action of the 
state 
board 
will result in higher tax rates 
for 
nex t y ear, as the reduction of val­ 
uations will not change the amount 
of money that will be needed to pay 
the ex penses of government. 
The Rush County 
Farm 
Bureau 
asked for a reduction of 
ten 
per 
cent and this recommendation 
made to the state 
board by 
county board of review. 
The Order will 
necessitate 
the 
cony iMation of new valuations on 
every piece of farm land in 
Rush 
county at the auditor’s office, mean­ 
ing an immense amount of clerical 
work. 
There are more than eight thous- 
ant individuals pay ing tax es in Rush 
county , but not all own farm 
real 
estate. Many land owners, however, 
have real estate in several pieces, 
necessitating 
a 
reduction 
being 
made on each assessment. 
The reduction affects 
only this 
y ear's valuations as aH real estate 
will be reappraised nex t y ear, since

The Rushville high school 
band 
will appear in a

bandstand in Memorial park Sunday 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. This will 
be the third hi the series of muni­ 
cipal concerts, and for the remaind­ 
er of the summer the band will give 
concerts every Sunday in order to 
fill the contract with the city coun 
eil for fifteen concerts. 
If the band play ed every Sunday , 
exclusive of August 7th and 14th, 
when the Rush county chautauqua 
will be in session 
at 
the 
park, 
enough concerts to comply with the 
contract could not be play ed. 
Ao 
cordingly , with the consent of 
the 
park committee of the council, 
ar­ 
rangements are being made for the 
band to play three nights at the an ­ 
nual Rush County Free Fair, August 
23rd to 27th inclusive, and possibly 
some week night 
concerts 
down 
town. 
Due to the inability of Prof. Tho­ 
mas of Greenfield, the band’s direc­ 
tor, to be here more than 
every 
other Sunday , the band will be 
in 
charge of Roy Mitchell Sunday . 
The band added eight new mem­ 
bers at the semi-weekly rehearsal at 
the high school gy mnasium Friday 4 
evening. Rehearsals are held Tues­ 
day s and Friday nights and visitors 
are welcome. Boy s and girls wishing 
to join the band are urged to see L. 
A. Lockwood, high school principal, 
at the gy mnasium any 
rehearsal 
night. 


One hundred and five y ears ago at 
the house of Stephen Sims on 
the 
west “ eigEty ” of the farm south of 
Rushville, the circuit court of Rush 
County was organized and held its 
first meeting, and Sunday , July 31, 
on the ex act spot, at the fork of 
the Milroy road and Federal route 
52, a tablet will be unveiled to con­ 
secrate the ground on which 
was 
formed a plan 
by 
which 
justice 
should be administered to a county , 
then only one y ear old. 
Rolling back the y ears 
to put 
facts before 
R^sh 
county ’s 
now 
progressive 
citizens—a 
progress 
that has been made possible only by 
that law—the bronze tablet will be 
revealed to the public Sunday after­ 
noon, according to a tentative pro­ 
gram that is being arranged by the 
local chapter of Daughters of the 
American Revolution in conjunction 
with the descendants of Elias Pos­ 
ton, one of the associate judges of 
the first court. The two 
organiza­ 
tions are joining in the erection 
of 
the tablet. 
The marker, at the entrance drive 
to Riverside park racing track, is a 
arge 
granite 
boulder, 
a 
glacial 
mulder from northern Michigan, on 
which will be sealed the 
bronze 
plate. The descendants of Poston, 
of which there are 
several in thi 
•oimty are making special effort to 
lave all past judges of the circuit 
‘ourt present at the unveiling cere 
monies, according to Mrs. Willard 
1L Amos, president of the D. A. R. 
Judge William M. Sparks, present 
judge of the circuit court, will de­ 
liver the address at the unveiling, 
according to the program which is 
being completed. Many of the Pos­ 
ton family will 
be present 
at the 
ceremonies. 
Work in getting the big boulder in 
shape has been going on for the past 
week and 
every thing will 
be 
in 
readiness for the occasion. 
The history incident to the un­ 
veiling erection of the tablet is in­ 
teresting, due 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
it has to do with the organization 
of law in the county . The enabling 
act passed by the state legislature 
provided that not only the circuit 
court but all other courts should be 
held in the house of Stephen Sims 
until suitable accommodations could 
be had at the seat of justice 
in 
Rushville. It was here that on Thurs­ 
day , April 4, 18 22, Hon. William W. 
Wick, judge of the fifth circuit, and 
Elias Poston and North Parker met 
with others and organized the cir­ 
cuit court. Poston and Parker were 
associates. Robert Thompson held a 
commission from Governor Jonathan 
Jennings as clerk 
of the circuit 
court, and this he presented on the 
morning of April 4, together with a

as 
crude seal, which was adopted 
the seal of the county . 
Then the court adjourned and met 
again at 2 p. m., this time at 
the 
house of Jehu Perkins, 
about five 
miles southeast of Rushville. Hiram 
M. Curry made application and was 
admitted to the bar as the first a t­ 
torney of the county . He was ap­ 
pointed prosecuting attorney . John 
Hay s was the first sheriff of 
the 
county . Hay s then reported his pan­ 
el of grand jurors, which returned 
into court and reported 
that they 
had found no bills of indictment for 
presentment. 
This closed the 
first 
day of court, and it never assembled 
again until meeting at the regular 
term which was held at the home of 
John Lower, three miles 
southwest 
of Rushville six months later. Oliver 
P. Morton, one time governor of In ­ 
diana, was once judge of the local 
circuit court. 
Douglas Morris and John D. Me- 
gee are the only ex -judges of the 
court who live in Rushville at the 
present time. These two men toget­ 
her with past sheriffs, clerks. 
and 
prosecuting attorney s, will be invit­ 
ed to attend the unveiling ceremon­ 
ies. The persons in charge have also 
extended special invitation to the gen 
eral public 
to be 
present gt the 
ceremonies. The program 
will 
be 
completed within the nex t few day s, 
it was said. 
The descendants of Elias Poston 
have been the principal contributors 
to the fund for the tablet erection, 
although the D. A. R., has taken 
some responsibility for the marker.

Friday , when he came in 
contact 
with a high powered electric line, 
while working 
for 
the 
Indiana, 
Bell Telephone Company , south of 
the city , will be. held Sunday after­ 
noon at 2:30 o’clock at the Chris­ 
tian Union church in Homer. 
The 
Rev. O. J. McMullen of 
Shelby ville 
pastor of the church, will officiate. 
Burial will take place in the Hurst 
cemetery . Mr. Miller wTas the son of 
Charley Miller living northeast of 
Homer. 


John McKall of Bloomfield 
and 
James Lamb of Fountaintown, oth­ 
er employ es of the Telephone com­ 
pany , who were working with Miller 
at the time of the accident, were 
burned, but their injuries were not 
thought to be serious. Victor Tesson 
truck driver for the company , pro­ 
bably saved his life, by the 
fact 
that he was in the truck, and it was 
thought that the rubber tires cut off 
the power from reaching him. 


Martinsville, Ind., July 23—(U.R)— 
Authorities of Morgan County 
and 
Indianapolis were try ing today to 
find an ex planation for the delay of 
Mr. and Mrs. Phillip Bernstein 
of 
Mooresville, in notify ing them that 
they had been held up and robbed 
of $6,000 Thursday night while on 
their way home from Indianapolis. 
Authorities knew nothing of 
the 
holdup until a Mooresville phy sician 
who dressed the couple’s 
injuries 
notified Sheriff Poy nter of Martins, 
ville Friday . 
Prosecuting Attorney William G. 
Gray of Martinsville, who was at 
Indianapolis to investigate the rob­ 
bery , admitted he was puzzled 
by 
the ¡circumstances and declared he 
w as dissatisfied with his 
interview 
with Bernstein. 
According to the story told 
by 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernstein, they were 
returning from 
Indianapolis 
after 
having withdrawn their savings from 
an Indianapplis bank when two men 
jumped out of the underbrush along 
the road near Mars Hill, a suburb 
of Indianapilos, leaped on the run ­ 
ning board of their automobile, and 
attacked them with the butts of re­ 
volvers. 
Grabbig the 
money 
which 
the 
couple had placed on 
the 
front 
seat between them, the bandits then 
disappeared. The Bernsteins 
man­ 
aged to drive to their home. They 
said they decided to keep the rob­ 
bery secret. 
Dr. W. ,L. Thompson, who atten d­ 
ed them, was told of the robbery , 
however, and he notified 
Sheriff 
Poy nter. 
.Bernstein’s only ex planation 
for 
his action, was “ what woiud 
have 
been the use telling the police—they 
couldn’t have done any thing 
j|or 
me”, Bray said. 
Their condition is still pitiful, Dr.

The pulling contest 
for 
horses 
and mules, which is 
an* innovation 
for an Indiana crowd, inasmuch as 
only four such contests have ever 
been held in the state, is creating 
wide interest among 
Rush 
county 
farmers and is expected to be 
one 
of the outstanding features of the 
second annual Rush 
County 
Free 
Fair, to be held at Memorial Park, 
Rushville, August 23rd 4o 27th in­ 
clusive. 
Two hundred dollars in premiums 
will be awarded in the contest and 
twelve 
teams 
will share 
in 
the 
awards, the contest being in two di­ 
visions with six prizes in eacdi di­ 
vision. 
Only farm teamb will be permit­ 
ted to compete, which is stimulating 
interest among farmers. The predic­ 
tion is now made that there will be 
at least three teams, on the aver­ 
age, from each 
township 
in the 
county entered in the contest. 
One division of the contest will 
be for teams weighing less than 3,- 
000 pounds and, for teams weighing 
over 3,000 pounds. Awards in each 
division will be made as follows: 
First, $25; 
second, 
$20; 
third, 
$18 ; fourth, $15; fifth, $12; six th, 
$1 0. 
The contest is conducted with 
a 
dy namometer which 
registers the 
weight which the team pulls. Indiana 
was slow in taking up the pulling 
contest, while other states were de­ 
veloping the idea and creating great­ 
er interest in the development 
of 
good pulling farm teams. Four con­ 
tests were held in this 
state 
last 
y ear—three at county fairs and one 
at the state fair. At the end of the 
season R. B. Cooley of Purdue uni­ 
versity , wTho was in charge of the 
contests, wrote: 
“ It is my observation, from being 
in charge of this work, that with­ 
out ex ception wherever these con­ 
tests have been held the fair officials 
and farmers attending these fairs 
are now supporting and urging the 
development of this work as whole­ 
heartedly as they were conservative 
in starting it. 
“ The Indiana machine was used 
this season at four county fairs and 
the State Fair. In each 
case 
the 
contest proved 
such 
a 
drawing 
card that the Purdue 
Agricultural 
Ex tension Service now finds it un­ 
necessary to try to sell the use of

TWO CARS OFF THE TRACK 


Tw’o cars on a northbound freight 
train on the Pennsy lvania lines were 
derailed 
about ten 
o’clock 
this 
morning two miles south of Manilla, 
according to advices from the Penn­ 
sy lvania station in this city , in jur­ 
ing one man. 
Claude Wheeler, age 26 y ears, of 
Richmond, wrho was “ bumming” his 
way home, w*as in one of the cars 
which was thrown into a field, and 
he suffered 
a severely 
smashed 
hand. He w^as given first aid tre a t­ 
ment at Manilla and was taken 
to 
the Major hospital 
in Shelby ville. 
Two fingers of the right hand were 
to be amputated, it was said. 
The cause of the derailment was 
not learned here within two hours 
after the accident 
had 
happened. 
The freight is a daily 
northbound 
train that carries about one hundred 
cars. It was said here this morning 
that no other trains 
were 
on the 
track in that vicinity and that col­ 
lision could not haire been the cause. 


Pennsy lvania railroad 
passenger 
offices in Indianapolis this morning 
were interviewed concerning the j^o 
posed plan to abandon 
the regular 
passenger service on the local divis 
ion between Richmond and Colum­ 
bus, Ind., and admitted that such 
plans were being discussed. 
When 
the 
announcement 
was 
made this week that the railroad 
had such plans under consideration, 
a storm of protest was made from 
several sources, and from officials 
on the local division, 
who denied 
that such a plan was being consider­ 
ed. 
It is evident, judging from an in- 
terviewr this morning with the higher 
officers in Indianapolis, that the of­ 
ficials along the line have not been 
informed and that the newrs story 
published this week was well found-’ 
ed. 
The message received 
from the 
passenger offices in Indianapolis to­ 
day stated that the discontinuance 
of trains 546 and 547 between Rich­ 
mond and Columbus is being discus­ 
sed, and is said to be “ very proba­ 
ble”, an that if a change is made 
that it would be effective with the 
fall time table change. 
Before such a change is mad,e it 
will be necessary 
for the 
Public 
Service Commission to approve the 
plans. 
The railroad, 
it is under­ 
stood, ex pects to show the commis­ 
sion that the daily train is being op­ 
erated at a financial loss, and that 
the passenger service can be han­ 
dled with a car attached to the daily 
local freight trains. 
Just what disposition will be made 
with the handling of the mail, is not 
known. Wlien the Nickel Plate aban­ 
doned their passenger service, 
the 
government provided better 
facili­ 
ties by motor equipment, and as the 
postal department is now engaged in 
reducing 
expenses 
the Falmouth, 
Homer and Manilla postoffices may 
be served with mail service by ex- 
temfing the rural routes from Rush­ 
ville, the same as was done at the 
New Salem office recently .

Indianapolis. Ind., July 22—<U.R)— 
Whether the Indiana political in­ 
quiry is going forward or backward 
was not outwardly discernible to­ 
day , but indications were that a re­ 
sumption of the fireworks is ex pect­ 
ed early nex t week. 
No steps have been taken to make 
use of the documents published in 
Indianapolis newspapers, but prose­ 
cutor William H. Remy and his staff 
have in their possession other in­ 
formation as y et unrevealed, given 
to them by D. C. Stephenson, “ lifer” 
in the Michigan City state 
prison, 
before he adopted a temporary pol­ 
icy of silence. 
Remy has not swerved from his 
announcement 
that 
the 
Marion 
county grand jury would not consi­ 
der the developments. It is still 
in 
sessjon, considering the other m at­ 
ters that Remy said would take up 
all its time. 
The inquiry has been idle partly 
because of the illness of Remy and 
the absence 
of special prosecutors 
John W. Holtzinann and Emsley W. 
Johnson from the city . It has lagged 
also because 
Stephenson. has 
in­ 
structed his attorney s 
not to fire 
any more shots 
until the Indiana 
supreme court has ruled 
whether 
lis trial for murder was legal desr 
pite a technical flaw. 
Stephenson ex pected 
the 
ruling 
';o be handed down 
while the high 
court sat in 
vacation 
term 
this 
week, but it adjourned Friday 
to 
August 2 without taking action. It is 
understood a decision wdll be given 
in August. 
In anothw quarter, there are po­ 
sitive reactions to the Indianapolis 
Times’ disclosures that Stephenson 
gave Gov. Ed Jackson a check for 
$2,500. Democrats are planning to 
turn it to their advantage from now' 
until the state election in 19 28 . It

The Rev. J. B. Vernon, pastor of 


the Methodist Episcopal 
chuch at 


Osawatomic, Kansas, has written a 
letter to lindJLanapoljs (newspapers 
to correct the impression in Gov-> 
crnor Jackson's home

talk at Osawatomie on the text, 
"What Shall It Profit Man?" In- 
stead, according to the Kansas 
minister, the governor used for the 
theme of his 
remarks, "Greater 


Things Than These Shall Ye Do." 
The profit idea was merely inci- 
dental to the main theme, it is con- 
tended by the governor's defender. 


The day after Governor Jackson 


spoke from the pulpit of the church 
in the little town where .he and his 
wil'c were visiting rclathfes, a copy 
of a check for $2,500 drawn in fav- 
or of Ed Jackson and endorsed-by 


him, 
and signed by D. C. Stephen- 


son, 
one-time political power in In- 


diana, was reproduced in newspap- 
ers. It was contended by Stephen- 
son, now serving a life term 
for 


murder, that the check was the first 
one-fourth payment on $10,000 ex- 
pended in Jackson's campaign for 
nomination and election. 


The opportunity for some fun at 


the expense of the governor 
was 


too good to be passed by. The idea 
. of a state's chief executive receiving 


money from a man who 
boasted 


that, his word was law in 
Indiana, 


and then "preaching" on the text 
"•What shall it profit?" after which 
the choir sang "It Shall be Told," 
suggested many possibilities. 
The 


irony of the whole affair tickled the 
f unnybone of everyone. 


But now we must take it all back. 


The governor didn't 
talk about 


profit'at all—that was merely sec- 
iond'ary and ^consequential.
